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VOLUNTEER   FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Fire  Department  has  progressed  very  well  this 
last  year.  The  Fire  House  is  over  half  finished  and  we 
expect  to  have  it  finished  this  year. 

The  Department  members  raised  money  to  put  up 
a  chimney  and  purchased  doors  and  windows.  The 
electric  wiring  has  been  done  through  their  effort.  I 
have  installed  a  5-horse  power  siren  with  control.  The 
box  is  mounted  in  the  front  of  the  Fire  House  for  use 
in  calling  out  the  men. 

Some  time  in  the  future  we  are  going  to  put  the 
old  siren  on  the  North  Grantham  School  for  use  in 
that  location. 

We  have  had  six  (6)  fires  reported,  two  (2)  of 
which  were  house  fires  which  fortunately  were  put  out 
by  the  owners  themselves.  One  of  these  was  started 
by  lightning  but  burnt  itself  out.  The  rest  of  which 
were  chimney  fires  with  no  damage  done. 

We  have  contacted  the  State  Forestry  Department 
and  with  the  generous  help  of  our  Representative,  Mrs. 
Doris  Reney,  have  succeeded  in  putting  in  a  bill  for  the 
hose  lost  at  the  Grantham  Mt.  fire  and  feel  confident 
that  payment  will  be  made  soon.  We  will  purchase 
more  hose  with  the  money  which  we  need  badly. 

I  would  like  to  state  at  this  time,  to  answer  a 
question  asked  by  some  residents,  that  the  money  raised 
by  the  Town  is  in  no  way  used  by  the  men  for  ban- 
quets or  outside  activity.  The  money  is  used  only  for 
the  building  of  the  Fire  House  and  buying  equipment 
badly  needed  for  fire  fighting. 

The  men  have  their  own  association  and  they  pay 
monthly  dues  on  meeting  nights  which  they  use  for 
having  their  banquets  and  for  making  their  yearly  pay- 
ment for  the  Ford  Tank  Truck  and  yearly  insurance 
to  the  State  Firemen  Association. 
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I  am  again  asking  the  Town  to  appropriate  $500.00 
for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  to  finish  building 
the  Fire  House  and  buying  equipment.  I  will  at  any 
time  answer  questions  the  Town's  people  may  have 
about  the  Fire  Department  or  problems  they  may  have 
around  their  homes  in  regard  to  electric  wiring  or  oil 
burners  and  fire  prevention. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  men  of  the 
Department  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year  and 
also  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town's  people 
for  their  generous  contribution  and  help.

Article  4.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years.

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

The  amount  of  aid  from  state  funds  for  the  opera- 
tion of  your  schools  for  the  current  year  was  $10,080.88. 
Probably  there  will  be  about  the  same  amount  of  money 
available  from  the  state  for  your  school  district  if  you 
raise  $14.00  per  thousand  on  local  valuation  as  equalized 
by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  This  means  that  the 
local  assessment  for  schools  will  need  to  be  from  $7,300. 
to  $7,500.  If  the  local  assessment  is  less  than  the  $14. 
per  thousand,  the  law  states  that  the  state  aid  money 
will  be  reduced  by  the  difference  between  the  local 
assessment  and  the  amount  required  by  law. 

The  state  will  now  pay  20%  of  the  principal  on 
bond  issues  for  school  building  construction,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  Federal  government  will  provide 
building  aid  money. 

It.  is  a  requirement  and  obligation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  people 
of  a  School  District  the  items  that  affect  the  standard 
of  the  education  and  the  health  of  the  pupils.  The 
solution  to  the  building  needs  for  your  school  children 
must  be  found  by  you,  parents  and  citizens  of  Grantham. 
The  School  Board  has  studied  the  problem  and  the 
state  has  definite  recommendations  which  seem  sensible 
and  are  within  the  financial  means  of  the  district.  Reno- 
vations could  be  made  to  the  present  village  school  and 
an  additional  room  and  toilet  rooms  built  on.  A  play- 
ground could  be  made  by  bulldozing  a  sizable  area  to 
the  north  of  the  school  if  the  land  could  be  purchased. 
Running  water  could  be  provided  by  means  of  an  arte- 
sian well  and  thus  flush  toilets  would  be  possible.  A 
septic  tank  and  drain  field  could  be  installed  to  the 
north  of  the  school.  A  better  solution,  providing  money 
can  be  found  to  do  it,  would  be  to  build  a  new  school 
on   a  new  site.    Should   Federal    money  become   avail- 
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able  soon,  it  may  be  possible  to  have  entirely  new 
facilities  and  these  would  be  usable  for  a  much  longer 
period  of  time.  These  are  not  the  only  possible  solutions 
but  are  submitted  as  a  definite  possibility.  I  am  con- 
fident that  you,  the  Citizens,  realize  the  present  health 
hazard  of  the  school  situation  and  the  desirability  of 
providing  better  school  facilities  for  your  children  and 
will  find  a  solution  that  will  be  approved  so  that  State, 
and,  I  hope,  Federal  Aid  will  be  available  to  help  pay 
for   the  construction. 

Mrs.  Yvonne  Kezar,  at  North  Grantham,  Mrs. 
Doris  Farrington  and  Mrs.  Ella  Reney  at  Grantham 
Village,  are  providing  fine  instruction  for  the  pupils. 
The  salary  being  paid  these  teachers  is  less  than  is 
paid  in  Croydon  and  Springfield  and  other  towns  in 
New  Hampshire.  It  is  probable  that  a  much  higher 
salary  will  have  to  be  paid  to  replace  one  of  these 
teachers  who  is  not  to  return  next  year.  To  these 
teachers  and  to  the  nurse  I  say,  "thank  you"  for  a 
job  well  done. 

My  thanks  to  the  School  Board  for  their  help, 
their  courage  and  their  determination  that  Grantham 
have  as  good  schools  as  possible.
